MR. JOHN MONCURE ROBINSON.
Death of llils Weil-Known Gentleman.

0hW.ee» of Ills Career.

N, ws Las been received hen of tho
death in Baltimore .yesterday muruiug of
Mr. John Mouctire Robinson. Deceased
was the eldest son of Monear· Robinson,
a distinguished civil engineer, nnd grund-
.on of .lohn M. Robinson, ( l"rk of the
old Circuit Court of Richmond. He was

educated at the VirginiaMilitarv Institute.
tin· I Diversity ol wrgiuia. umi Harvar«l.
aad adopted civil engineering »is his
profession. About lsw. however, he was
inmlu président of tho Seaboard ami Roa-
uoke railroad, ami when the late civil war
broke oui waa commissioned a captain of
engineers in the Confederate army. As
such h<» served for a short while on ihe
»tuff* of < .encrais Loring; enti Samuel
lone«, nnd wae then ordered by th«· Con¬
federate government to Europe to pur«
i-iius·'railr«isd supplies. On his return he
waa appointed military superintendent oí
southern railroads.
After the war Mr. Robinson took up Ins

reaidunce in Norfolk, where ho could su¬

perintend tin· Baj ?·'?" of atearners alni tb«
Seaboard railroad, but subsequently Le-
came presi,lout of tho Richmond, rrede-
ncMburg and PototUM railroad. At the
time ol Ins death he wa« president of the
Old Dominion 8teatu>hip Coinpan.» ami of
tbe Seal.· ari Air-I.in··.
Mr. Robinson hail many friends and

relatives in Richmond. AI>out 1888 be
married Miss Champo Coawav, daughter
of tilt- late Dr. Janea 11. Coartar. Bhe
anil ...¦veil children survive Inni. Two of
his daughter· have been uitemling Mrs.
Daniel's school, in this city, and left for
Baltimore yeeterdarmorning accompanied
by llajoi I. 1. I). Mvcrs, wbo was un inti¬
mât.· personal friend of the deceased.
Mr. Robinson was about 81 years of age.

He waa a thorough master of Ins profes¬
sion and "f tin· railroad business, and was

held in high esteem by all in his employ.
